Rome, Aug. 12.— Although great 
disasters have since befallen Italy, no 
one has forgotten the consternation 
experiencetl when It wa.s learned tha^ 
the great Canipanie of Venice vhad 
fallen. 
T h at was nine years à^d; on 
Ju ly 14, 1902, and the rebuilding Is 
only now approaching Qompletlion, 
though there is so little tb do th at it 
m ay be considered to be ugaiç a per­ 
fect whole. 
Next year the Biennial Intern atio n ­ 
al A rt Exhibition will be opened, and 
at the sariie tim e the Venetians will 
be celebrating the fete of St. Mark, 
their patron saint, so that It has been 
decided to pu t off the inauguration 
of the C am panile until th a t period. 
Itv would be d'iiïicult in America, 
w'here buildings come and go, to ap­ 
preciate' w hat tjiat tower m eant to 
the Venetians. 
I t epitomized th eir 
history, and was a visible rem inder 
of their past greatness and th a t w hat 
has been done can be done. 
It be-'^ 
gan as a watchtow-er in the dim ages 
before the C hristian world w as in its 
teen.s, developed into a bell tower, 
its bells ringing at the first hint of 
danger, tfnd was latterly considered 
a church tower, a part of St. Marks 
Cathedral. 
B ut it was more than a 
tow er, it was a work of a rt, as its 
foot was adorned by the wonderful 
Loggia of Sansovino, and its head 
w aws crowned by the beautiful bel- 
fy wherein hun g the historic bells. 
To day it stan ds just as it was Ibe- 
fore, a reincarnation so wonderful as 
to alm ost seem a miracle. 
The day 
a fte r the fall there w as-nothing but a 
rubbish heap to m ark the site, but 
th a t rubbish heap presented g reat 
possibilities. 
Out of It came many 
whole bricks w’hich were re-used and 
.served as m odels for the new. 
The 
angel, which had stood on the top, 
’Was uninjured, bu t of the Loggia 
nothing rem ained but m inute p arti­ 
cles which were carefully p ut aside. 
Over these one m an 
worked 
for 
years, reconstrueting the fam ous ter­ 
racotta of the M adonna and Child 
with St. .John, out of 2,000 frag­ 
m ents, which now m ake so perfect 
a 
whole that the patchw ork m ust 
be 
pointed out to be detected, but un­ 
fortunately the St. John was so re­ 
duced to dust th a t the group 
now' 
lacks this figure. 
The bronze statues 
and the fam ous gates, have been re- 
.“^torcd and are 
now 
finished, 
the 
whole Loggia is in place, and Vene­ 
tians begin to th in k that the collapse 
w as a bad dream. 


T he bells w ere 
badly dam aged, 
only, one of the five escaping injury. 
Tlie others have been recast at the 
expense of Fop© Pius X. 
Upon the 
largest of the four recent ones, there
